Ornstein denied the CIA had anything to do with the project. 
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^'We're not recruiting for the CIA. We're not recruiting for anybody," he 

Ornstein said the TEC ad was a market survey to determine the availability of 

m * litary experience willing to work as instructors on 
unaccompanied tours in Central America. 

"You can understand our anticipation of a potential market," Ornstein said. 

The program was coordinated by civilian instructors at the Army's III Corps 
Training School at Fort Hood near Killeen. The instructors are from Central 
Texas college, one of several U.S. institutions that are eeebers of an 
educational consortium called the American Educational Complex. 

The AEC is under contract with Defense Deptartment to provide a variety of 
"educational" services to the military through its member colleges.

IIiii.E a r y experience wh0 woulcl instruct in radio communications, small arms, 
weapons procurement, field medical care and vehicle maintenance.

Ornstein said 300 names and resumes came in for the AEC lobs. 
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
